COUNCIL ACTS ON 
BOULEVARD LINK 


Unanimously Orders Prepara- 
tion of Plans to Connect 
Pine Street and Beau- 
bien Court. 


‘PROJECT TO BE PUSHED. 
Debate on Tunnel Company's 
Telephone Facilities Is De- 
ferred Until a Future 
Meeting. 


The city counci] last night took the first 


| step toward providing a connecting link 


between the north and south side boulevard 
systems. It passed unanimously an order, 
introduced by Ald. Coughlin, telling the city 
engineer to prepare some necessary plans 
and estimates. 

The order contemplates using Pine street 
on the north and Beaubien court on the south 
as the approaches to a bridge to be put across 
the river east of Rush street, with a pro- 
vision for elevating Beaubien court—old Cen- 
tral avenue—so the roadway can run into the 
viaduct at its southern end and thence be 
diverted into Michigan avenue. On the north 
side Pine street is already a boulevard 
from Ohio street north, and it would be easy 
to extend it south to the bridge. 

Beaubien court is the street parallel with 
and next east of Michigan avenue, running 
along the west front of the old Illinois Cen- 
{ral 
| ‘Bouth Water street. 
street between it and the river are freight 
sheds of the railway company. 


Council’s Order Is Brief. 

The order the council passed reads: 

The commissioner of public works Is di- 
rected to prepare plans for the opening of 
Beaubien court from South Water street to 
the river with a bridge over the river to Pine 
street and an elevated roadway over Beau- 
bien court connecting with Randolph street.”’ 

The Commercial club committee, which has 
this connecting link question in hand, has 
arranged for a meeting in Architect D. H. 
Burnham's office tomorrow morning at 11 
o'clock. Vice Chairman Charles H. Wacker 
has invited Mayor Busse and Ald. Kenna and 
Coughlin of the First Ward to be present. 

For months the committee and architects 
have been putting heads together. The re- 
sult is that several plans for the connecting 
link were drawn and placed in readinese for 
inspection. 

Committee pet? with Plans. 

The committee's n is to entertain at 
different times a few of the aldermen and 
city officials directly interested, until all 
have had a chance to make a careful in- 
spection of the plans. Several plans were 
made, but the favorite is said to be the one 
referred to in the council resolution. Others 
mentioned by the Commercial club commit- 
tee included one to widen Michigan ave- 
nue, and extend it to the north side on a 
level, and one to elevate Michigan avenue. 

“The plane cover a wide range of ideas,“ 
said Mr. Wacker. All members of the 
committee have been directed to report to 
Mr. Burnham whatever ideas about a con- 
necting link they might conceive or hear 
about. The association has furnished the 
money to get these plans into presentable 
form. It isn’t costing the city anything. 

We now want to show the aldermen and 
officials what various plans for connecting 
the north and south side boulevards systems 
are possible. We have no pet plans to advo- 
cate. It will be up to the council to choose, 
We simply want the council's cotperation 
in this urgent movement.“ 


Tunnel Phone Debate Deferred. 

When Chairman Young of the gas, oil, and 
electric light committee sent in to the council 
the report of the subcommittee named to in- 
vestigate the ability of the Illinois Tunnel 
company to meet the terms of its ordinance, 
the report saying it would be able to do so, 
Ald. Foell at once came forward with the 
resolution he had presented to the commit- 
tee meeting on Saturday and which had been 
voted down. It was that the committee at 
once investigate the capability of the tunnel 
company to take care of all the telephone 
business in Chicago, the theory being that 
if it could under its present ordinance there 
Was no use in granting a new ordinance to 
the Chicago Telephone company, thus having 
two telephone cOmpanies in the field. 

For a moment it looked as if something 
lively would be doing. But Ald. Young sug- 
gested that, inasmuch as it was well under- 
stood the council Was shortly to adjourn in 
memory of former Ald. James Reddick, it 
would not be seemly to precipitate a discus- 
sion, and Ald. Foell’s resolution was deferred 
and published, to be taken up when the tele- 
phone ordinance is. 


New Conduit Contract Urged. 

Mayor Busse called attention to the fact 
that the ordinance of the Chicago Sectional 
Electric Underground company — better 
known as the conduit company ’’—had ex- 
pired, and suggested that if it was thought 
better to renew it the cityAnight get better 
terms than in the past. Now the city has 
only the free use of the conduits as compen- 
sation, and the mayor thought it should not 
only get more ducts but a rental for the use 
of the streets.

CHEAPER MEAT IS EXPECTED 


Cut of 10 Per Cent in Prices at 
Omaha May Be Followed Here. 


COST OF LIVE STOCK LOWER. 


Reduction Likely to Be Made by Local 
Retailers Before Long. 


A general reduction in the retail prices of 
meats was prophesied for Chicago and the 
middle west last night. It has grown out of 
the present financial situation, according to 
some of the big packers, and will be of sub- 
stantial benefit to consumers. 

The first cut in packers’ prices was an- 
nounced in Omaha, where it was reported at 
night that Edward A. Cudahy of the Cudahy 
Packing company had reduced the prices of 
all meats 10 per cent and that a still fur- 
ther reduction was expected. 

In explanation Mr. Cudahy said he believed 
the time had come for a general and sub- 
stantial reduction in the cost of living if the 
average citizen is to share in the country's 
prosperity. 

I believe,” he said, there will be an im- 
mediate decline all along the line of produce 
and staple supplies necessary to human life, 
For some time we have been buying cheaper 
and we think we are justified in selling cheap- 
er. The consumer will get the benefit, as the 
retailers have promised to pass the reduction 
along. It will mean a saving to every man, 
woman, and child in the country.“ 


Retail Prices to Be Reduced. 

Local packers said that the low trend of 
the price of live stock probably would con- 
tinue for some time, and necesserily would 
cause a reduction of retail prices. 

“The price of Nive stock has been going 
down for some time,” said Max J. Suls- 
berger, vice president of Schwarzschild & 
Sulzberger, and the price to the retailer 
has been legs for beef within the last few 
days. In hogs there was a cut of 75 cents 
a hundred last week. Of course, the retailer 
will not get the advantage of this cut for 
sixty days or 80, as the finished product wili 
not be ready until that time. 

“The price to the retailer is based al- 
ways on the cost of the live stock, and, as I 
do not see any prospect for higher prices 
within the near future, I should think a 
general reduction will be felt in all mea to 

Retailers Make No Cut Yet. 

Louis F. Swift, president of Swift & Co., 
said: 

„The trading in live stock has been weak 
of late, and this has caused a drop of about 
25 cents in cattle during the week. Ot 
course, this cut means that the retailers 
should sell cheaper, but, of course, we do 
not have anything to do with that. There 
is nothing unusual about the cut. There 
has been a large supply on hand at the 
yards, and the price has Cropped accord- 
ingly.” 

A representative of 3 & Co. said: 

Live stock has been cheaper during the 
last week than for some time, but the retailer 
will not receive a lower price for some time, 
because the cheap live stock has not been 
turned into the findshed product as yet. I 
do not think Armour & Co. intend any gen- 
eral reduction all along the line.“ 


Suburbs May Get Benefit First. 

Oscar Mayer, 
dealers in meats on the north side, said:

CHARLES H. DEERE [ DEAD. 


Implement Manufacturer Passes 
Away After Long Illness. 


END COMES AT LAKOTA HOTEL 


His Plants in Moline, Established by 
His Father, Are Extensive. 


— 


Charles H. Deere, head of the Deere ag- 
| ricultural implement companies of Moline, 
and one of the leading manufacturers of the 
state, died early this morning at the Lakota 
hotel, where he had been Ii for several weeks. 

With him at the time of his death were 
Mrs. Deere and their only daughter, Mrs. 
Willlam Butterworth. 

Two months ago Mr. Deere, being stricken 
with illness, was brought to the John W. 
Streeter private hospital, 2646 Calumet ave- 
nue. There for a time he showed improve- 
ment, but it was admitted by specialists that 
his disease of anemia would be fatal. A 
month ago he returned for a time to Moline, 
subsequently coming back to Chicago, where, 
at the Lakota, he had the care of his physi- 
cians. 

Born in Vermont. 

Mr. Deere was born on March 28, 1837, at 
‘Hancock, Vermont, and when one year old 
was brought by his parents to Grand Detour, 
Ii. Until he was twelve years old young 
Deere attended the little public school in a 
log house at Grand Detour. About this time 
John Deere, his father, moved to Moline and 
made his humble start as a plow manufac- 
turer. 

The younger Deere attended college in Da- 
venport, Ia., across the Mississippi river,and 
having completed his course there was sent 
to Knox college, Galesburg, III. Subse- 
quently he came to Chicago and graduated 
from a commercial college here in 18538. 

For the first fifteen years of his business 
career Mr. Deere held many positions, from 
the forge to the counting room. He had 
become cashier when in 1868 a corporation 
was founded and Mr. Deere became vice 
president and general manager. The posi- 
tion of executive director he held almost to 
the time of his death. 

The Deere companies have a high rating in 
the business world. The concern is capital- 
ized at $6,000,000, does an annual business of 
$9,000,000, and employs 1,200 operatives. 


Marired in Chicago. 

In 1862 Mr. Deere married Mary L. Dickin- 
son of Chicago and while several children 
were born only one, Mrs. Butterworth, sur- 
vives. Both Mrs. Deere and her daughters 
have been prominent in club circles, espe- 
cially in the Daughters of the American 
Revolution. Mrs. Deere is a charter mem- 
ber of the Illinois chapter and several times 
has been regent. 

In politics Mr. Deere was a republican 40 
wae recognized as a power in the western 
part of the state.

Alibi the Defense. 

When the men were arraigned for trial, be- 
cause of the lack of positive identification 
of Edwards, his case was taken from the 
jury and hé was dismissed by Judge Kersten. 
The three defendants set up an alibi which 
gained weight with the jury, the men testi, 
fying that they were at their homes at the 
time of the murder. 

Attorney Cantwell concluded his argument 
at 8 o’clock in the afternoon and Judge 


Attorney McCormick, who throughout the 
trial had been referred to by many persons in 
the courtroom as the millionaire lawyer,“ 
closed the arguments for the state. But a 
few feet from him was his father, Robert Hall 
McCormick, who leaned against the rail and 
listened to both sides of the case.

Big Gains Over Last Tear. 


A cor ison of the present prices of 
grain with those that prevailed last year at 
this time gives the best assurance of the pros- 
perous condition of the bone and sinew of the 
country—the farming community. On Oct. 
28, a year ago, No. 2 wheat sold at 654; the 
price today is 98%. Mixed corn sold a year 
ago for 38% cents, and is now selling at 54 
cents. White oats today are selling for 44% 
cents, as compared with 30% cents a year 
ago.“ 

The shipments of corn by the Burlington 
into the Chicago market last week amounted 
to 2,687,000 bushelis@@s compared with 1,817.- 
000 a year ago, or an increase of 800,000.

Traffic department managers for the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee, and St. Paul reported con- 
ditions as encouraging as those on the Bury 
lington. They referred to the construction of 
the new line to the coast, being built by the 
St. Paul, paid for by stockholders of the road, 
as indicating the fullest measure of confi- 
dence. 

Marvin Hughitt, president of the Chicago 
and Northwestern, before his departure for 
New York on Saturday, said that the great- 
est assurance of the continued prosperity of 
the country was given by agricultural condi- 
tions in the west. 

Farmers are receiving higher prices for 
their grain,“ said he, than for a great many 
years. The crop is shorter in some sections, 
but the increase in prices from 10 to 20 per 
cent more than compensates for the short- 
age. In Iowa alone the crops this year will 
yield $1,000,000,000 and of this immense sum 
$500,000,000 will be for the corn crop alone. 
The Chicago and Northweetern railroad one 
day recently handled more farm products 
than in any day in the history of the line.“ 


Best Month on Record. 


October will be the largest month in tne 
history of the Rock Island,” said President 
B. L. Winchell of that line. I never have 
seen a more insistent demand for cars.“ 

The wheat crop in Kansae this year will 
amount to 75,000,000 bushels, as compared 
with 94,000,000 a year ago, according to sta-

Big Crops on Pacific Coast.

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GOVERNOR KEEPS 


Oklahoma Concerns Ordered to 
Take Precautionary Step. 
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BANKS SHUT 


FAILURE AT KANSAS CITY. 


General Situation Throughout the 
Country Shows Improvement. 


Oklahoma City. Okla., Oct. 28.—Every bank 
in Oklahoma City remained ciosed today, in 
accordance with orders issued by Charles Fil- 
son, acting territorial governor. It is under- 
stood that the order affects all national banks 
in Oklahoma and Indian Territory, 

The action was taken because the banks 
of Kansas City and St. Louis refused to for- 
ward cash to the banks of the southwest. It 
is said that a telephone consultation of many 
of the bankers of Oklahoms, Indian Ter 
ritory, Arkansas, and northern Texas took 
place during the early hours this morning 
and that all decided upon similar action. 

There has been no uneasiness here. Bank- 
ers say that deposits last week were greater 
than in any previous week in the month. 
The closing is a precautionary measure only. 
The local banks are carrying many of the 
small banks in this territory. 


Little Trouble in Kansas City. 


Kansas City, Mo., Oct. 28.—Outside of the 
failure of the nkers’ Trust company, with 
deposits of $800,000, there was no real trouble 
here today. This bank was considered the 
weakest institution of its kind here, and its 
failure did not cause much surprise nor did 
it have any apparent effect on the general 
situation. There were no runs on any of the 
banks here or in Kansas City, Kas. The de- 
cision of the banks to restrict payments of 
currency caused little embarrassment. 


Pittsburg Situation Improves. 


/ Pittsburg, Pa., Oct. 28.—The close of the 
first day of the new week saw local financial 
conditions in better shape than at any time 
last week. The feeling of confidence, which 
has been so admirably shown, has not dimin- 
ished, and not a financial institution in the 
city has been obliged to take advantage of a 
number of precautionary measures which 
have been arranged. 

The stock exchahge continued to remain 
closed today. The probabilities are it will not 
resume for several days. 

It is stated that to prevent the personal 
stock holdings of George Westinghouse being 
sacrificed, arrangements are being made to 
place them in the hands of three trustees 
chosen by Mr. Westinghouse and the cred- 
itors. It is proposed to grant an extension of 
three years. Mr. Westinghouse's personal 
obligations are said to be $8,000,000, for which 
he had put up $20,000,000 securities, 


Morse Bank Closes Doors. 

Bath, Me., Oct. 28.—The Bath Trust com- 
pany, a small bank controlled by Charles W.

Casting company of 
Newark by Judge Crossen in the United 
States Circuit court here today. Their bond 
was fixed at $150,000 each. 

The liabilities of the Atha company are 
scheduled at $1,191,268 and the assets, at 
book values, at not more than $1,627,230. 

The Atha company has claims against the 
Westinghouse Electric and Machine com- 
panies aggregating $75,000. It was one of 
the petitioners for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver for the Westinghouse company in 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey.

STEEL WORKS TO BE CLOSED. 


American Foundries Company to Shut 
Down Its East St. Louis Plant Be- 
cause Orders Are Decreasing. 


A falling off in orders from the big rail- 
roads of the country is given us the reason 
for the impending shutdown of the East 
St. Louis plant of the American Steel Four. 
dries company. According to present plans, 
the works will be closed Nov. 15. 

Our orders from the railroads have fallen 
off, and we wish to curtail the output for the 
present,“ said President W. V. Kelley, in the 
offices of the company in the Commercial 
National Bank building. We believe the 
agitation against railroads explaine the lack 
of orders. I cannot say when we shall re- 
sume. We have been employing about 6,000 
men at nine plants, and the work scheduled 
for the East St. Louis plant will be distrib- 
uted among the other eight.“ 

Mr. Kelley received a bonus of $300,000 re- 
cently for putting the foundries company on 
a paying basis within a year after he 
became its president. 
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NATION'S CASH NOT NEEDED 


Secretary Cortelyou Sees End of 
Financial Disturbance. _ 


PRAISE 
Only Few Know Value of Services He 
Rendered Country. t 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 28.— [Special. ]— 
Sllence eloquent of satisfaction with the 
financial situation was the golden rule at the 
treasury department today. It was believed 
when Secretary Cortelyou returned to Wash- 
ington from New York yeaterday morning he 
would return today in order to be on hand 
to guard the public credit. 

But the secretary, it appears, is so con- 
fident over the situation that he does not 
intend to leave Washington again. He will 
remain bere for the purpose of preparing his 
annual port to congress and attending to 
the routine business of hia department, which 
is mountain high, as a result of his absence 
of more than a week. | 

Mr. Cortelyou declined to discuss the situa- 
tion today, holding that there was no let up 
in the improvement in conditions, and conse- 
quently nothing for him to talk about. His 
reports from New York today showed the 
prevalence of general easiness, and he de- 
cided that it was unnecessary to make any 
further deposits of government funds in na- 
tional banks. 


Praise for Cortelyou’s Work. 

Only a few men at the subtreasury in 
New York and the big financiers like Morgan, 
Stillman, Hepburn, and one or two others, 
know how firmly Cortelyou stood as a 
guardian of public credit. For four days and 
nights he virtually did without sleep and he 
returned to Washington a trifle hollow 
eyed as a result of his experience. 

Every moment he was on duty either in the 
subtreasury or his room. He spent most of 
the time at the subtreasury, where millions 
were paid over the counters in a space of five 
or ten minutes and hurried to the benks to 
meet the demand for cash. * 

The details of those four days of tension 
and struggle will never be told, but it is 
known that through it all Cortelyou sat cool 
and collected passing on securities that were 
accepted for the thirty odd millions of de- 
posits he made in the national depositories. 


Knew Where Every Dollar Went. 


The secretary was. of course, in com- 
munication with his assistants and with the 
men who also were struggling to prevent a 
panic. Every dollar he let pass he knew 
would maintain legitimate mercantile cred- 
it. Not a dollar was put out to enable specu- 
lations. 

The cry that is sometimes uttered that the 
money of people is locked up in the treasury 
can no longer be raised. Today's treasury 
statement shows that more than 5201. 000,000 
of this money ts now in national depositories, 
being used in the trade of the country. This 
is the largest amount that ever has been so 
deposited and used. 

What is known as the working balance ”’ 
in the treasury is lower than it has been for 
many years: It was little more than $17,000,- 
000 today, but this is not significant. The 
daily receipts are almost equal to the ex- 
penditures, and there are in the hands of dis- 
bursing agents more than $12,000,000. 

While expenditures so far this fiscal year 
have exceeded the receipts by some $11,000,- 
000, there is no apprehension that any sudden 
expenditure will seriously trench on the 
working balance.“ 


Banks to Increase Circulation. 


There are indications that national banks 
throughout the country will take out circu- 
lation up to the limit allowed by the law 
if sufficient government bonds can be se- 
cured for the purpose. 

Former Directer of the Mint Roberts, now 
president of the Commercial National bank 
of Chicago, was here today to arrange for 
additional circulation for that institution. 
The capital of the bank was increased a few 
months. ago from $1,000,000 to $3,000,000. 
This allows an additional circulation of 
$2,000,000, banks’ being permitted to issue 
circulation up to the amount of their cap- 
ital stock. Mr. Roberts is trying to get 
hold of government bonds in sufficient 
amount to guarantee this new circulation. 


CITY EMPLOYES TO BE PAID; 
BANKS PROMISE ASSISTANCE. 
Controller Issues A Showing 


That Municipality Is Well Equipped 
to Meet Obligations. 


The city of Chicago expects to be able to 
pay its employés despite the tieup in bank 
funds caused by the precautionary measures 
of the clearing house. Large receipts from 
saloon licenses are coming in and it is not 
expected there will be much shortage. If there 
is, an arrangement will be made for the is- 
suing of warrants, which can be cashed 


readily. 
After a conference in the afternoon bet ween 
Controller Wilson, Corporation Counsel 


Brundage, and City Treasurer Traeger, Con- 
troller Wilson issued the fololwing statement: 

During the day the Chicago banks have, 
as usual, come to the rescueand will advance 
cash for a portion of the city pay roll. 5 It is 
also pfobable that a large amount of cash 
will come in from the payment of saloon li- 
censes, and, if the indications of today point 
to what may follow in the next few days, 
there will be currency enough on hand to 
meet a large portion of the pay rolls. 

“Tf there is not enough cash on hand to 
meet the pay rolls entirely with cash the 
usual warrants will be drawn. These war- 
rants on the city treasurer are as good as any 
cashier’s check that may be issued, and it has 
been customary for many vears for the city 
of Chicago pay checks, which are issued to 
its employés, to be cashed in shops of all 
kinds for the benefit of the employés. This, 
of course, will go on as usual, because no bet- 
ter form of currency can be issued. 

It must be understood that the pay rolls 
are not due until the last of the month, and 
the troubles which exist are entirely in the 
minds of the employés of the city; they will 
receive their pay as usual.“

NEW YORK BANKS 
BRINGING IN GOLD 


Little Evidence of Flurry Is 
Seen in Financial Cir- 
cles of Gotham. 


STOCKS GAIN IN 


European Buying Helps in Send- 
ing Figures Up; Small Con- 
cerns Pay Cash. 


New York, Oct. 28.—[Special.]—Uneasi- 
nese over the money situation appeared to be 
confined to a Umited number of bank de- 
positors today. In Wall street there was 
considerable evidence of renewed confidence. 
Prices of stocks advanced most of the day, 
and all the bankers were optimistic. 

Bankers were especially encouraged by the 
precautionary measures taken in other 
places, including the issuance of clearing 
house certificates at various centers besides 
New York: It was prophesied thet these 
measures would be effective throughout the 
nation at large in keeping the necessary 
supply of cash within control of the banks 
for use in carrying on business. 

Importations of gold assumed large pro- 
portions. Up to date the engagements for 
import amount to $18,500,000. 

The loan committee of the clearing house 
codperated with the members in the issuance 
of clearing house securities as they were re- 
quired. Debit balances reported by the 
banks today were small and the collateral 
offered in pledge of certificates generally 
was acceptable. 


Small Banks Meet Demands. 


It was evident early in the day that the 
rum on several banking institutions were 
not ended, but in no case did the decreased 
waiting lines promise to cause serious incon- 
venience. 

Among the places where groups of deposi- 
tors assembled, disregarding the rain, were 
the Northern and Riverside banks, both 
small state institutions, and the Broadway 
Trust company. Shorr lines of depositors 
sijll stood in front of the doors of the Lincoln 
Trust company and the Trust company of 
America. Many had been waiting all night 
in the rain. All depositors were paid. 

It was learned this afternoon that many 
banks and trust companies not troubled by 
the late runs had opened new accounts in 
considerable numbers. The president of one 
institution said he had accepted 100 in a sin- 
gle day. N 

The principal life insurance companies have 
announced an extension of thirty days on the 
payments of premiums to persons who had 
paid their premiums with checks on closed 
banks, 


Stocks Firm, Money Cheaper. 


Europe bought stocks in this market today 
to the amount, it was estimated, of 35,000 
shares on balance; bought copper to an ex- 
tent that the price moved up to 14 cents a 
pound, and made heavy purchases of cotton 
and cereals for export. 

The stock market was firm, with generally 
advancing prices up to the late trading. In 
these latter transactions prices sold off 
sharply with the net result that the list 
closed irregularly. Gains, however, predomi- 
nated and the gains were much more impor- 
tant than the declines in all the active shares. 

Trading in stocks were again almost en~ 
tirely on a cash basis, and as a result total 
transactions for the day were but 363,000 
shares, as compared with 825,000 shares a 
week ago. 

Call money was offered in sufficient supply 
to care for this limited volume of trading. 
Most of the renewals were made at 30 per 
cent and most of the loans at 50 per cent, 
though a rate of 12 per cent was established 
for many loans in the morning: and money 
was offered at 6 per eent at the close. 


Bankers’ Pool Not Needed. 


The call money was supplied by banks and 
bankers acting on their own initiative, It 
was proposed in the morning that a pool be 
formed to raise money to be loaned at call 
on the exchange, but ths was considered 
unnecessary. Neither was there considered 
to be any need of a pool or syndicate to assist 
trust companies. 

President A. Barton Hepburn of the Chase 
National bank was reported as presenting 
the situation in this connection as follows: 

“The various pools which were formed 
last week to render assistance to the call 
money market have, by reason of the action 
taken by the New York clearing house, been 
dissolved. Brokers should now make ar- 
rangements for loans with their own banks. 
It was not the purpose of the bankers’ pool 
in money to encourage a bull movement in 
stocks. Neither has the action of the clear- 
ing house association had that design. This 
is a time when conservatism should be prac- 
ticed and people husband their resources.“ 


Banks Filling Coffers. 

From the subtreasury more of the $25,000,- 
000 ordered to be deposited in the banks by 
Secretary Cortelyou last week was placed 
in the banks. 

There was paid out at the subtreasury dur- 
ing the day $7,000,000 in paper money. Gold 
coin to the amount of $1,560,900 was paid out 
and 171,000 silver dollars left the subtreasury 
vaults to be transferred to banks in this city 
and Brooklyn. To one bank alone went 
50,000 silver dollars, more than a ton in 
weight. This bank was the Statebank. The 
silver went to its several branches in Brook- 
lyn. 

Despite the heavy engagements of gold the 
foreign exchange market continued weak 
throughout the day. Quoted rates showed 
an advance of but i cent over Saturday, with 
demand sterling quoted at 4.82% and cables 
at 4.30, With rates remaining far below the 
gold import point and, apparently affected 
ree 
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little by the heavy engagentents for import, 
there was everywhere an on in im 
ternational banking circles that the import 
movement would assume large ne.

The total of $16,750,000 gold engagements 
for two days was much greater than banking 
houses had anticipated. 

All of the $5,000,000 gold laid down in the 
open market in London was engaged. The 
National City bank, which engaged $5,000,000 
on the continent, in London, and in South 
America on Saturday, secured $2,000,000 
more, principally, it was said, in gold due 
soon in London from Buenos Ayres... 

Heidelbach, Ickelheimer & Co. secured in 
London $1,500,000 in addition to the $1,600,000 
previously reported. Of the other engage- 
ments by far the greater portion were made 
in London, with the remainder in Paris.

Eager Ones Get Their Cash. 


In spite of the ram, the run on the Lincoln 
Trust company continued today, and when 
the doors closed at 3 o’clock nearly fifty men 
and one or two women were prepared to face 
another night on the sidewalk. At the head 
office, Fifth avenue and Twenty-sixth street, 
ninety-five men were waiting for the opening 
of the doors this morning. Paying went on 
slowly, largely because of the fact that sev- 
eral bank messengers were in the line apd it 
took a long time for the teller to handle the 
bundles of checks they presented. One man 
had 300 checks to collect upon. 

At the Lispenard street ard Broadway 
branch of the company there was also a 
crowd waiting for the doors to open, but by 
the close of business they had all been paid. 


Refuses Knickerbocker Post. 


Otto T. Bannard, president of the New 
York Trust company, notified Attorney Gen- 
eral Jackson today that he was unable to 
serve as a receiver for the Knickerbocker 
Trust company. 

The attorneys! general wae not prepared 
to say today whom he would recommend to 
take Mr. Bannard's place. The other two 
receivers, Ernst Thalmann and Gen. Henry 
C. Ide, will not be able to take possession of 
the Knickerbocker offices until the third man 
is appointed. The company’s affairs in the 
meantime will remain in the hands of the 
state banking department. 

Lawyers representing the Knickerbocker 
directors, soon after the news of Mr. Ban- 
nard’s withdrawal was received, applied to 
Justice Clark in the Supreme court of Rich- 
mond county to appoint as a third receiver 
a man representing the company. Three 
names were suggested to Justice Clark, but 
he ‘declined to select any one connected with 
the company. 

Mr. Bannard said he did not feel he could 
spare the time from his duties ab president 
of the New York Trust company. 


$25,000 DEFICIT; BANK CLOSES. 


Akron, O., Institution of Which F. A. 
Boron, Suicide, Was Cashier, Quits 
Business Suddenly. 


Akron; O., Oct. 28.— [Special. ]—The Dollar 
Savings bank has been closed by order of the 
directors until after the funeral of Fred A. 
Boron, the cashier, who killed himself late 
Sunday afternoon when alone in his house. 
A deficit of $25,000 has been discovered in the 
accounts of the bank, according to members 
of the directorate. This fact was kept hidden 
from the directors, it is said, by Boron bor- 
rowing money temporarily whenever the de- 
rectors counted it, while at other times he 
carried his notes as cash.

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ON PRIMARY BILL 


Opposition to Oglesby Measure 
Seems to Have Collapsed; 
Sherman Stands Pat. 


MUST BE FIGHT IN OPEN. 


Politicians Consider Effect. New 
Plan Will Have on Guber- 
natorial Contest. 


(BY A STAFP CORRESPONDENT. | 

Springfield, III., Oct. 28.—[{Special.]—Any 
attempt to juggle with the question of direct 
primaries in the senate this week when the 
upper house takes the Oglesby hill on second 
reading will be met immediately in a man- 
ner which may be more effective than pleas 
ant. 

A resolution has been prepared declaring 
it to be the senee of the senate that a direct 
plurality primary law should be enacted. It 
will be introduced if the opposition to the 
Oglesby bill endeavors to make any radical 
amendments in that measure. 

Lieut. Gov. Sherman has ‘promised thet 


‘there will be a roll call on it “ in about twen- 


ty-five seconds after it has been introduced.“ 
Furthermore, the senators who do not vote, 
but who are present, will be recorded as vot- 
ing against it. 

It is intended that there shall be a com- 
plete record of the opposition to direct pri- 
maries, and that the senators who either 
vote against the bill or who oppose it by not 
voting shall be placed out in the open to take 
the responsibility for their opposition. The 
plan is to have the roll of the senate called 
to establish the fact of a qubrum and then 
to vote such members as are present but not 
voting as against the bill, a power given to 
the chairman of a legislative body. 


Hidden Opposition Not Effective. 


The great advantage which the Oglesby 
bill has is that the opposition must come out 
in the open. Mr. Sherman's position on the 
measure is worth easily ten votes for it. He 
has told the senators all along the line that 
there shall be roll calle wherever there is 
opportunity for them. 

If the senate had a president with different 
views on the subject it is likely that there 
never would have been a roll call on the 
Straightaway question of direct prima- 
ries or no direct primaries. The matter 
could have been settled in committee or in 
conference and the direct primary bill need 
not to have come to a vote and no record need 
to have been made. 

The resolution declaring it the sense of the 
senate that a direct primary law be passed 
will bring the roll call if it can be secured in 
no other way. It probably will not be neces- 
sary to introduce it. The opposition to the 
bill seems to have collapsed and the senators 
who are against it despair of being able to 
prevent the two-thirds vote Warn to 
make it effective at once. 

Mr. Sherman has told various 83 ot 
the senate that they are right out on the 
primaries '’ with their fight and that the roll 
call on the Oglesby bill will be about the most 
easily remembered thing in the entire session 
of the forty-fifth general assembly. From 
Springfield the legislators go back to their 
districts with the primary campaign already 
beginning. They are too near to an election 
to make it possible for them to avoid the con- 
sequences of their action. 


Consider Politica] Effect. 


Politicians accept the passage of the Ogles- 
by bill as a foregone conclusica and are con- 
sidering the effect of it on governorship poli- 
tics. The plan now arranged by opponents 
of Gov. Deneen is to use two, candidates 
against him—Judge Willard M. McEwen in 
Cook county to cut down his vote in Chicago, 
and Richard Yates against him down state. 

Deneen's opponents do not believe that any 
Chicago candidate can defest him down 
state, and they are afraid that no down state 
candidate can take enough voies from him in 
Chicago. Their hope is that Judge McEwen 
would take away enough votes in Chicago to 
give Mr. Yates the plurality throughout tha 
state. 

Some friends of Speaker Shurtleff say he 
will be willing to withdraw in favor of Yates, 
but the speaker himself has not said so. The 
theory is that under a direct primary law 
the greater the number of candidates the 
greater the chances in favor of the men in 
office. The opponents of the administration 
admit that to have any chauce of success 
they must concentrate their ctrength on one 
candidate. 

Len Small, who would have announced his 
candidacy if the direct primary law could 
have been defeated, is said to be willing to 
turn what strength he can muster over to 
Mr. Yates, who is picked as the strongest 
candidate because of his following in south- 
ern Illinois. 

Mr. Yates himself wants direct aid from 
Chicago. He thinks that the opposition to 
Gov. Deneen in Cook county should come 
out openly against him, announce its prefer- 
ence, and work for that opposing candidate,

Indianapolis, Ind, Oct. 28.—Asserting that

PRISON AND $4,000,000 FINE 
FOR GREENE AND GAYNOR. 


Denied Rehearing by the United States 
Court of Appeals, They Must Pay and 
Go to the Penitentiary. 


Montgomery, Ala., Oct. 28.—B. D. Greene 
and John F. Gaynor, the contractors who 
were convicted of defrauding the government 
out of a large sum of money, were denied a 
rehearing by the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals in session in Montgomery, and 
unless the defense secures a writ of certiorari 
from the United States Supreme court they 
will, have to spend four years in the peni- 
tentiary, besides, each being compelled to 
pay a fine approdimating $2,000,000.

If we could utilize 
scientific principles to bring about this re- 
sult without killing any one it would be the 
ideal. , 

The cavalry is designed to scout and de- 
velop information for use in the handling and 
operation of the army with which it serves. 
Aerial navigation furnishes us with an addi- 
tional weapon for obtaining information and 
for using the information thus obtained. It 
will enable the maneuvering of armies by 
strategic marches and surprise to bring 
about decisive results with minimum de- 
struction of life. 


Valuable Aid to Navy. 


Admiral Chester, speaking for the naval 
side of the work, said it recently had come 
to light that balloons were used by the navies 
as well as by the armies involved in the late 
Russo-Japanese war. 

‘* Sufficient is learned from actual practice 
to substantiate the theory that the airship Is 
likely@to become the long sought antidote 
Against attacks from submarines,’’ he said. 
»The elevation enables the observer to dis- 
cover the movements of submarines under 
the water, and floating mines and stationary 
mines may be detected. Naval men should 
give their attention to the development of the 
aeroplane.”’ 

That the dirigible war balloon has about 
réached the limit of its development, for the 
present at least, was the opinion expressed 
by President Willis L. Moore. 


Endurance Test by Dirigible. 

BERLIN, Oct. 28.—The military dirigible 
balloon made a trip today and remained up 
about eight hours. The trip was in the 
nature of an endurance test. No endeavor 
was made to cover any great distance, but the 
machine was maneuvered the entire day over 
a small area. It landed during a fog after 
a satisfactory voyage. The Parseval balloon 
went up at the same time and staid in the 
air six hours and a half.

A man who was working on the breakwater 


was thrown down with such force that one 


of his thighs was broken. So far as known 


not one of the ship’s passengers was serious-

Crippled Vessel at Pier. 

Finally the tugs brought the crippled ship 
to the Prince of Wales pier, where it is now 
moored. The vessel must remain here until 
tomorrow afternoon at least for absolutely 
essential temporary repairs. Its bulkheads 
must be strengthened before it can leave 
port. 


PRECIOUS GEMS CAN BE MADE 
BY USE OF RADIUM’S POWER? 


French Scientist Finds That Corindon, 
Exposed to New Force, Takes On the 
Brilliancy of Stones. ) 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Oct. 28.—Precious gems can be 
made from inexpensive material by the use 
of radium, according to an announcement 
made today before the Academy of Sciences. 
The process is the result of the recent dis- 
coveries that glass in which radium is en- 
closed takes on an agure tint. Prof. Bordass 
was the originator of the process. He placed 
40 cents’ worth of corindon in contact with 
radium for a month. He found that uncolored 
corindon became as yellow as ag topaz, blue 
corindon became emerald green, and violet 
ecorindon sapphire blue. The jeweler from 
whom he bought the original specimens val- 
ued the changed specimens at 89 a carat. 

The experiment was repeated with various 
shades, One that became ruby colored was 
valued by the jeweler at from $100 to $160 a 
carat. Neither heat nor electricity affects 
the changed stones. 

Corindon is another name for corundum, the 
colored varieties of which are the sapphire, 
oriental ruby, orfental topaz, and oriental 
amythist. Emery is the granular variety of 
corundum. 


WAGE FACTS LIFT REVENUES. 


Statements of Salaries Paid by British 
Employers Increase Returns 
by $50,000,000. 


LONDON, Oct. 28.—Herbert H. Asquith, 
chancellor of the exchequer, in his budget 
speech of April 18, declared that the govern- 
ment would require from all employers full 
statements of the salaries paid every em- 
ployé.

APPELLATE COURT QUOTES POE 
AGAINST LOCAL UNDERTAKER. 


Declares Persons Who Solicit Funeral 
Business Personally Are Neither 
Brute Nor Human; They Are Ghouls.” 


When Edgar Allan Poe wrote his great 
poem, “The Bells, he probably had no 
idea that he was providing a quotation for a 
court decision. Nevertheless, the Appellate 
court yesterday quoted from that poem. 

Judge McEwen last January refused to 
grant an injunction to restrain the Chicago 
Undertakerw’ association from fining Richard 
A. Allen, an undertaker at 284 North Clark 
street, for goliciting business in violation of 
a rule of the association. In sustaining 
Judge MeEwen's refusal to enjoin the asso- 
ciation and commenting on undertakers who 
solicit business the Appellate court said: 

“Of undertakers so acting it might, not 
inappropriately, be said: 

They are neither man nor woman; 
They are neither brute nor human; 
They are ghouls. 

* We think such solicitation would, in the 
majority of instances, if not in all, be offen- 
sive to the person solicited; and that,. if 
such solicitation were general, it would tend 
to degrade the occupation of undertakers 
in public estimation.”’

Wives of First and Present Editor of 
Ghicago’s Oldest Church Periodical 
Expire on the Same Day. 


By a singular coincidence the wife of the 
first editor and the wife of the present editor 
of Chicago's oldest church periodical died on

Leroy Church, editor of the Standard from 
1853 to 1875.

FAMILIES ROUTED 


BY MIDNIGHT FIRE 


More than a Score of Persons 
Driven from Tower Apart- 
ment Building. 


SOME ARE SCANTILY CLAD 


Blaze Is Confined to the Engine 
Room, but Smoke Fills the 
Entire Structure. 


More than a score of persons were driven 
from their homes late last night by fire which 
started in the basement of the Tower apart- 
ment building, Sixty-seeond street and Madl 
son avenue. Although the blage was con- 
fined to the engine room of the four story 
building, dense volumes of smoke penetrated 
to the top floor and caused the tenants to rush 
for the exits. The fire is thought to have 
been. caused by an overheated furnace. 

Miss Yondal Cudahy, years old, who Hves 
immediately above the engine room, was the 
first to detect the odor of smoke, and, raising 
ber window, she shouted. in alarm. Her moth- 
er, Mrs. A. G. Cudahy, and Frances, her sis- 
ter, ran through the house and emerged an 
instant later in the street below, scantily 
clothed, 

Sergeant R. Conway of the Woodlawn po- 
lice station was passing at the time and he 
hurried to a fire alarm box a block away and 
sent in a call for assistance. Returning to 
the building he forced open the doors of the 
different entrances and shouted a warning to 
those in the structure. An instant later 
dozens of men and women, some of them 
carrying children in their arms, were groping 
their way down the smoke filied stairways. 


Sheltered in Neighbors’ Houses. 

Among those driven to the street were: C. 
S. Schaeffer and family, 6210 Madison ave- 
nue; H. Spangler, 6210 Madison avenue; R. 
R. Jones and G. Galpin, 6212 Madison ave- 
nue. Schaeffer was one of the last aroused 
from sleep, and it was with difficulty that 
he was assisted to safety. 
made a hurried trip through the building 
when it was reported that all had not reached 
the street. 

Before the arrival of the first of the re- 
sponding firemen the tenants were in a wild 
flight. They were given shelter in houses 
near by. 

The building is owned by the Francis King 
estate. It is built in the shape of a horse- 
shoe and contains thirty apartments,

CHICAGO HOTELS. 

4 New York newspaper, taking its 
text from the opening of the Plaza hotel 
and the Mills Hotel No. 3, comments on 
the fact that there are in New York ho- 
tels for those who wish to spend littla 
and for those who wish to spend much, 
but there are few hotels of moderate 
prices, intended neither for millionaires 
nor the poor. It points out the gain to the 
elty that there would be if country mer- 
chants and others whose business calls 
them to New York could bring along with 
them their wires or children with some 
prospect of finding comfortable quarters 
for them in respectable hotels at a rea- 
sonable price. 

In Chicago the criticism ‘to be passed on 
the hotel situation is a different one. Chi- 
cago has many cheap hotels and many 
fairly decent hotels of moderate prices, 
but few hotels which offer the accom: 
modations sought by those te whom ex- 
pense is no object. Just at present, if 
police reports can be trusted, Ohicago 
hotels are respectable enough. Under the 
ordinance requiring hotels to be licensed 


only 12 licenses have been refused, while 


282 have been granted. Among these 
hotels there is great variation in the mat- 
ter of accommodations and price, but 
there is only one whose name would 
naturally occur to a Chicagoan to recom- 
mend to a traveler with money to. pay 
for the best. a 

Chicago is a convention city. The de- 
mand for rooms is always great and 
often beyond the supply. The construc- 
tion of one or two new hotels capable of 
rauking with the best in New York has 
become a necessity. Many who come to 
Chicago to attend conventions, to transact 
business, or as tourists cannot get the 
accommodations which they find in New 
York. They could afford the first rate 
and have to accept the second rate. They 
cut short their visit here because there is 
nothing in their surroundings ‘to beguile 
them to, postpone departure. Different 
commércial organizations have spread 
through the west and south an idea of the 
superiority of Chicago as a place to make 
purchases, Many of the visitors to the 
elty find the hotels satisfactory and rea- 
sonable in- price, But there are many 
others who would prefer to pay more and 
who go to New York, not on account of 
any advantage possessed by the mer- 
chants of that city in quality or price of 
goods but solely because of the greater 
opportunity to revel for a week in luxury. 
If no individual has the enterprise—to 
recognize the situation the commercial or- 
ganizations which are booming Chicago 
ought to open negotiations with some ex- 
perienced hotel man and give moneyed 
visitors to Chicago a choice between two 
or three hotels equal to the best in New 
York.

Of course, this sale is disgraceful for all 
concerned. But King Leopold is not wholly 
to blame. As everybody is aware, he and 
his ,wife, whose marriage had been unhappy, 
were entirely separated for years before 
her death, On her se her two eldest 
daughters, ex-Crown Princess Stephanie, 
now Count Lonyay, and Princess Louise, 
the divorced wife of Prince Philip of Co- 
burg, immediately put forward through 
their legal representatives ¢laims to her 
property, entirely regardless of the king's 
wishes and feelings in the matter. 

Whe king accordingly permitted Baron 
Constant de Goffinet, for years the chief 
of her household and the executor of her 
will, to divide up her personal property 
into three equal shares, two being for the 
daughters above mentioned and the third 
for her unmarried daughter, Princess Clem- 
entine. The latter and ex-Crown Princess 


Stephanie received their shares in due 


course. But Princess Louise is imply over- 
whelmed with debts and Mabilities of one 
kind and another, and of course her cred- 
tors immediately swooped down upon her 
share in her mother’s inheritance and at- 
tached it. It Is by virtue ot decrees which 
they have obtained from the Belgian courts 
at their instance and solely for their ben- 
efit that the sale of this particular third 
of Queen Henriette’s personal belorgings 
is to take place. 
~>- 

King Leopold, pestered to death by the 
creditors of his eldest daughter, Louise, 
and made the defendant of some most scan- 
dalous and unsavory suits fruitlessly 
brought by his second daughter, ex-Crown 
Princess Btephanie, who claimed millions 
of dollars from him in connection with her 
mother’s alleged right to one-half of all his 
colossal fortune, went to the length of pri- 
vately purchasing some superb pieces of 
lace presented by the cities of Brussels and 
of Malines to his wife on the occasion of 
her marriage, and has given them to his 
youngest daughter, Princess Clementine, the 
only one of his three children who has shown 
him any affeotion and regard. But he did 
not feel himself called upon to make any 
further sacrifices, either for the greedy 
creditors of a daughter who has contributed 
some of the most unsavory scandals to his 
house, or for the sake of a consort who, dur- 
ing the latter years of her life, never at- 
tempted to conceal the feelings of aversion 
which she entertäined for him.

Leopold, by the bye, is threatened with 
one of the funniest lawsuits that has ever 
fallen to the share of any crowned head 
of the old world. He has beén for some 
time in the habit of coolly ascribing to his 
double in Paris, M. Fouret, one of the man- 
agers of the great publishing house of 
Hachette, the various shortcomings laid at 
his own door. The likeness of the two men 
is so extraordinary that it is almost impos- 
sible to distinguish between them, and their 
similarity has led to the king being endowed 
with a reputation for ubiquity, since, while 
the dispatches would describe him as pre- 
siding dt ministerial councils at Brussels, 
paying state visits to Bruges, cruising off 
the coast of Spain, or basking in the sunshine 
of Nice, the Parisian newspapers would re- 

ord his belng seen in the Bols de Boulogne, 

ning at this or that restaurant, and attend- 
ing this or that Parisian theater. 

Leopold found it a great joke to saddle 
all the indiscretions for which he is con- 
stantly being assailed upon the shoulders 
of M. Fouret. But the latter objects to 
this reputation with which he has-been in- 
vested by the king. He is a man ot un- 
blemished character and with all that keen 
sense of the proprieties of life for which 
the haute bourgeoisie in Franee is so dis- 
tinguished, and it is reported that he has 
now determined to institute legal ‘proceed- 
ings against the king for slander, with the 
object of clearing his own character. If 
other doubles of royal personages follow 
suit, the world will be treated to an ex- 
ceedingly entertaining exposé of the private 
lives of the anointed of the Lord.

Leopold Woelfling, the ex-Archduke Leo- 
pold of Austria, had become almost wholly 
reconciled. to his parents, the grand duke 
and grand duchess Of Tuscany, at the mo- 
ment when he first instituted proceedings 
for divorce against Mlle. Adamovicz, the 
Viennese soubrette whom he had married, 
after being divested of his rank and priv- 
lleges ag a member of the house of Haps- 
burg and of his Austrian citizenship. Woelf- 
ling had visited his parents several times, 
not, of course, at their principal home in 
Saigburg, since he remains banished from 
Austria, but at their summer residence at 
Lindau, on the Bavarian Shore of Lake 
Constance. They likewise helped him with 
money, and in addition to the amount which 
he obtained from thé house of Hapsburg by 
way of pecuniary compromise of any rights 
which he possessed to a share in the family 
property, he received eVery month an al- 
lowance of 8,000 crowns from the privy purse 
of the grand duke.

Scotland is once more perturbed by per- 
sistent rumors of the impending sale of the 
island of Iona’ by Hing Edward's brother- 
in-law, the duke of Argyll. The island, in 
the eyes of the people of the land o“ cakes, 
is the most sacred spot in the northern king- 
dom, as the headquarters of St. Columba, 
who in the sixth century of the present era 
converted the Scots ti Christianity. Owing 
to this Iona is known the Holy island, and 
has for hundreds of years been reputed to 
such an extent for its ganctity that it ob- 
tained preference over all other burial places 
of royalty. No less than forty Scottish 
kings are buried there, as well as two Irish 
kings, one French king, and two Norwegian 
princes. Both Duncan I. of Scotland and 
his murderer, Macbeth, sleep there their last 
sleep. In Shakspeare’s time the island 
was known’ as Colme Kill, and he makes 
Macduff say, in response to Ross’ inquiry 
as to what had become of King Duncan's 
body: 

Carried to Colme Kill, 
The sacred storehouse of ita predecessors and 
guardians of their bones.

For years small pleces of a pretty green 
stone called “Iona pebbles have been 
worked up into trinkets by Scotch jewelers 
and sold to the tourists that flood Scotland, 
the more thoughtful of whom treasured 
these trinkets as relics of a sacréd spot. The 
duke some time ago ascertained by means 
of careful investigation that the island con- 
tained immense undeveloped but perfectly 
workable quarries of that peculiar stone 
known as serpentine marble, and as, owing 
to the action of his father, from whom he 
was ostranged, in bequeathing everything 
that he could alienate from his estate to his 
third wife, the duke finds himself so badly 
off, financially speaking, that he is unable 
to occupy his ancestral home at Inveraray 
castle, he is lending a Willing ear to the 
offers which he hes received from many 
sides. from concerns which are anxious to 
purchase from him Iona. Of course, the 
notion of steam cranes and dynamite biast- 
ing disturbing the peace of what for thir- 
teen centuries has been regarded as the 
holiest spot on all the British isles is exciting 
the flerce anger of all classes of Scotch peo- 
ple, especially of the peasantry, who are ex- 
tremely itious, and who firmly be- 
lieve the old legend, according to which Iona 
alone shall be saved by the next deluge, the 


legend being contained jn the following lines: 


Seven years before the end of the world 
A @eluge shall drown the nations. 

The sea at one tide shall cover Ireland

The following is a sample page from th 
manuscript: : 

The one man of all men who could have 
told this and live has long since gone to his 
place; and there is no apology for those that 
would follow in the footsteps of Laurence 
Sterne. fe 

In a nameless city of a land that shall be 
nameless a rich man lived alone. His wealth 
had bought bim a luxurious flat on the fifth 
floor of a red brick mansion whose grilles 
were of hammered tron and whose halls 
were of inlaid marble. When he needed at- 
tendance, coal, his letters, a meal, a messen- 
ger, or a carriage he pressed an electric but- 
ton and his wants were satisfied almost as 
swiftly as even wealth could surely expect. 
An exceedingly swift lift bore him to and 
from hie rooms, and in his rooms he had 
gathered about him all that his eye desired— 
books in rich cases with felted hinges, 
ivories from all the world, rugs, lamps, 
cushions, couches, carvings and rings with 
engravings upon them, miniatures of pretty 
women, scientific toys, and china from Per- 
sia. He had friends and acquaintances, as 
many as he could befriend or know, and 
some said that more than one woman had 
teen him her love. Therefore, he could 
have, lacked nothing whatever. One day a 
hot sickness touched him with its finger, 
and he became no more than a sick man, alone 
among his possessions, the sport of dreams, 
and devils, and shadows; sometimes à log 
and sometimes a lunatic, crying in delirium. 
Before his friends forsook him altogether as 
healthy brutes will forsake the wounded, the 
nurse saw that he was efficiently attended.“

“The Legs of Sister Ursula is written in 
the crisp manner which, in Plain Tales from 
the Hills and Mine Own People, first 
brought Rudyard Kipling to the attention 
of critics and the admiration of the public 
in both America and England. But, though 
in manner it recalls ite author's earlier work, 
in matter it is like nothing that he has done 
before or since. * 

The tale opens with a man in bed. He 

is a rich man, but he is also ill. Only the 
exertion of the greatest skill on the part of 
a great doctor pulls him through his actual 
disease, and then the physician ie confronted 
with a condition not unfamiliar in the course 
of such cages; the ill is conquered, but the 
patient is so weak as to lack that desire to 
recover which alone, at times like these, 
makes recovery possible. 
He always has had everything he wanted, 
and so now he wants nothing. He has lost 
interest in life. Moreover, his fair weather 
friends have given him the go-by, and he has 
nobody with enough personal feeling for him 
to exert any great effort toward rousing 
him. 


— 

All this puts the doctor in a delicate po- 
sition. He is in danger of losing a patlent 
a rich patient. In despair he says to the nun 
who is nursing the sick man that unless 
that sick mam can be somehow made to 
care for the world he certainly never wil] 
come back to it. And, helpless as she feels 
in the face of such a situation, thia world the 
little nun takes seriously to heart. 

„Ah!“ you gay, “I see it now; thereisa 
romance between the nurse and her patient. 
There always 186. | 

Yes, that is true—except in this instance, 
Kipling is not quite so banal as all that. He 
does not have a love affair between nurse 
and patient; he has a farce, 

The scene of the story is laid in New York, 
although, to be sure, the nome of that city 
ie not mentioned. You have to discover 
ite locale by what the critics call“ internal 
evidence.“ The patient lies abed in an upper 
floor of a modern apartment house, and the 
door to his rooms locks with a spring lock. 

Sister Ursula, left alone with the sick men, 
starts out to get @ prescription filled, and 
forgets all about that spring. When she re- 
turns she finds herself locked out. She dare 
rot rouse the patient, and yet every (ick of 
her watch brings nearer the hour at which 
the medicine that she has just purchased must 
be administered. 

—— 


In her despair she seeks the janitor, but 
he has gone out on a spree, taking his pass- 
keys with him, and only his Irish wife ré- 
mains. The latter, however, knows of no 
way out of the difficulty, save that some one 
might climb the fire escape and enter the 
sick room by a window. Not geome one, says 
the nurse, but she-—Sister Ursula herself— 
for the patient’s nerves would not be proof 
against the sudden entrance of a stranger. 

Then she looks at the ‘fire escape, and her 
heart fails her. From floor to floor it springer 
straight up the front of the house, merely a 
series of iron balconies connected by pre- 
cipitous ladders. To get to that room the 
nun, in her religious habit, must make a 
climb that must. to any onlooker, seem both 
unusual and ridiculous. 

Well, to make a long story short—which 
Mr. Kipling doesn’t do—Sister Ursula con- 
ceives that her duty Nes in making the chmb, 
and make it she does. A couple of urchins 
in the street see her and jeer. They attract 
some grown people, and soon there ig a 
howling mob watching her ascent. As she 
passes one of the windows a musician, whom 
she mistakes for a madman, sees her, thinks 
that the apartment house is on fire, and 
starte to follow her toward such safety as 
ig offered by the roof, carrying with him the 
case that holds his beloved Strad but 
which the nun thinks is a child’s coffin. 
Then, when this party breaks in upon the 
sick mat, he is so amused that he bursts 
into laughter, is glad to get back to hfe 
again, and speeds upon the way to perfect 
recovery.

Mr. Kipling is supposed to have aceiden- 
tally tossed the manuscript into a waste 
basket, although the mystery as to how or 
from whom it was obtained has not been 
cleared up.

If “The Secret Orchard which had its 
premiére at the Garrick last evening proves 
a success it will be due to the last act of the 
play and to the manner in which the mem- 
bers of the capable company presenting the 
piece do their work. 

Channing Pollock, who has fashioned the 
four act drama from material contained in 
a similarly titled novel by Agnes and Eger- 
ton Castle, deserves credit for having han- 
died a delicate subject—the ruin of a young 
girl—in a way which results in no offense 
to the theatergoer, but he has not succeeded 
in writing a play which rings convincingly 
true. He has started out on the theory that 
it is just as reprehensible for the husband to 
sully the purity of the marital relationship 
as it is for the wife so to do—a theory which 
is a beautiful one and which as a theory fs 
undoubtedly correct and just. But unfortu- 
nately theworld at large. which after all 18 
a practical and level headed old world, has 
found out that theories and practige do not 
always agree, and that this particular theory 
is such a one. 

Without wishing to defend masculines in 
anything they do or do not do, and without 


desiring to enter into any lengthy consſde r 


tion of the morality or tmmorality of the 
ancient and enduring sex problem, it at least 
may be pointed out that the woman's step- 
ping aside from the path of rectitude is more 


serious than is the similar digression by the 


man, since it is more serious in its results. 
The morality or immorality may not be any 
greater in the one instance than in the other. 
but the consequences are, and the world 
knowing this will never accept as wholly con- 
vinciIng such a theory as that on which 
The Secret Orchard is builded. The play 
does not ring true because the auditor does 
not believe what is being done is the entirely 
right thing to do—at least along practical 
lines. Theoretically it is beautiful and right, 
but unfortunately we do not get practice 
wholly out of our minds. 


— 

A French nobleman is wedded to a young 
American girl who simply adores him. As 
one of the wife's friends tells her, she bullds 
too high for safety in her love for her hus- 
band. She is generous, benevolent, and trust- 
ing to the last degree. and after twelve years 
of married life she finds the opportunity for 
adopting into their home a young girl who 
has been raised in a convent and has been left 
an orphan, The girl's mother had been one 
of the famous courtesans of Paris, but the 
child had been purely and piously brought up. 

This girl. who is called Joy, went one sum- 
mer to visit her father’s relatives in a sea- 
side town and there met the husband of the 
trusting wife. The girl had the face of a 
saint, but in her eyes the man saw the look 
of the devil, and he after a short time accom- 
plished her ruin» Three months later this 
girl is adopted by his wife and becomes an 
inmate of the home. Every one in the castle 
except the wife comes sooner or later to know 
the true story of the past of these two and 
finally in the last act she also learns the facts. 
her husband confessing them. The husband 
and wife are in opposite rooms in the castle 
and the gi@l goes away, followed by a young 
American naval officer, who, knowing every- 
thing concerning her, is determined to marry 
her. He tells her he is one who can wait and 
walt and wait to get his heart's desire, and 
seizing his hat he rushes after her and leaves 
the stage empty. The curtain slowly ‘de- 
ascends and the play is ended. Just how the 
husband and wife readjust their relationships 
and how much of happiness the young naval! 
officer and Joy get out of their probable wed- 
ding are subjects which each auditor may 
fix up to suit himself. 

The entire dramatic value of the plece cen- 
ters in the last act when the husband con- 
fesses the truth to the wife, and the power of 
this act is weakened by the climax of the act 
preceding—a climax resultant from the girl's 
telling every one present all the facts in the 
case, save the vital one of the man's identity. 
‘The first three acts are slow in movement, 
and lack compactness and firmness. They 
are loose in build, and barety escape the tedi- 
ous. The climax of act III. is an effectéve 
one, and was made especially so by the im- 
passioned, tense enactment of it by Miss Vic- 
tor. The fourth is the really valuable one of 
the play. It is well put together, and albeit 
long, plays smoothly and effectively. 


— 

The surprise of the evening was the work 
done by Miss Victor in the part of the young 
girl. The actress, it is understood, is a Hum 
garian and has been but a short time on the 
English speaking stage. She is petite, pretty, 
and has finely expressive eyes. Her speaking 
voice is agreeable, despite a slight coloring 
of tone and inflection which tell of the for- 
She acts simply and with compara- 
tively little movement of hand or body; but 
every motion counts and has meaning. She 
hes abundant temperament, and carries an 
emotional scene powerfully and convincingly, 
Her hysteria in the second act was uncom- 
monly well simulated, and the climax of the 
third act, although hurried a little too much 
to be entirely clear, was of a kind that jus 
tines expectations of still finer things from 
the young actress, : 

Mr. Serrano has the role of the unfortunate 
husband, and manages to suggest all the 
anxiety, nervousness, mental depression, and 
heartache that the man is supposed to en- 
dure during the weeks when conditions are 


coming to the fatal day of reckoning. The 


character is not a grateful one, but the actor 
accomplishes considerable with it. Miss 
Prince as the wife is handsome to look upon 
and makes seem real all the love, the trust, 
and the nobility of spirit this devotion blinded 
woman calls her own. The actress has her 
best opportunity in the last act, when the 
wife finds all her dreams vanished and her 


ideals shattered, and she makes the most 4 federate army. 


of the apportunity, handling the scene with 
skill. Miss May does all she can with the 
character of a silly American wife who has 
an extravagant husband, Miss Vaders plays 
a dowager duchess of comic opera type sat- 
isfactorily, Mr. Mawson is the best man in 
the cast, his performance of the friend of 
the wronged wife being dignified and high- 
bred in manner and strong and virile in 
word and action. Mr. Hale is a brisk, out- 
spoken young naval officer, and Mr. Linde 
does a silly ass” Frenchman who is thor- 
oughly English in commendable style. The 
settings and the costumes are handsome 
and lavish.

NEW YORK, Oct. 28.— [Special. }—Prices 
on the stogk exchange today were higher, al- 
though the tone was irregular at the close. 
Cépper securities went upward with the quo- 
tations on metal, due in a large part to heavy 
buying for foreign use. The other lesues 
were influenced by the strength in these. 

Prices. of copper were marked up %c to le 
per pound, both in the bid and asked prices 
at the New York metal exchange today, and 
there was a violent rebound in the Londoa 
copper market; The foreign demand is re- 
ported to continue on te rising prices, and 
reports from the copper trade today alleged 
a substantial reduction in the surplus domes- 
tic supply as 4 consequence. 

This is accepted as an important index of a 
basis having beén reached for new business 
in the copper industry, and the additional 
supply of exchange it promises gives encour- 
agement for the confidence that the gold im- 
port movement now inaugurated will amount 
to large additional sums over those already 
engaged, which have reached $18,750,000. 

London and continental discounts rose in re- 
sponse to our takings of gold, and the conti- 
nental exchanges turned strongly in favor 
of London. The Bank of England did not 
Officially advance its discount ‘rate, but was 
reported to be making no discounts under 5 
per cent, | |

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First Trust and Savings and Cen- 
tral Trust Admitted. 


BANKS DO MUCH EXPLAINING 


| Customers Generally Accept the Situa- 


tion with Good Grace. 


It tranepires that et the meeting of the 
Clearing House association last Saturday the 
First Trust and Savings bank and the Cen- 
tral Trust company of Illinois were admitted 
to membership in the association. The First 
Trust and Savings was organized in 1903. 
It now has deposits of $88,000,000. Hereto- 
fore, its checks were in large part presented 
for payment at the First National bank. But 
its cashier's checks were passed through the 
Clearing house with much frequency and it 
was found expedient to join the a lation. 

The Central Trust company of Illinois 
was organized in 1902. It has deposits of sub- 
stantially 311,800, 00. The accession of the 
two new members makes the total member- 
ship twenty, of which nine members are state 
institutions and nine national institutions. 
There is one foreign bank, and the United 
States subtreasurer at Chicago is also a mem- 
ber of the association, but has no vote in the 
proceedings of the organization. 


Local Financial Situation. 

The local financial situation was smooth 
yestérday, all things considered. Some of 
the banks had to make a great many expla- 
nations to depositors. This applies to the 
small capitalist. The large business inter- 
ests were in accord with the policy of the 


clearing house, believing that its action was 


for the best interest of all. 


It is expected that within a few days 


insistent depositors will have learned the 
situation. Although much publicity has been 
given to the course of the clearing house, still 
many depositors seem to want to know from 
the banks themselves just what has been 
done and why. Commission houses did busi- 
ness jn the usual way, accepting checks of 
customers made payable through the clear- 
ing house. The checks can in turn be depos- 
ited to the credit of the person accepting 
them. 

Investment buying was naturally on a 
smaller scale than on Friday and Satur- 
day, because of the fact that the savings 
banks were unwilling to pay out savings ac- 
counts for the purpose of buying securities. 
They feilt that if all the depositors had to 
say was that he wished to buy some particu- 
lar stock or bond, depositors having no such 
intention would be enabled to withdraw 
currency. 1 

Sentiment generally around La Salle street 
was agreeable to the present situation. While 
the ordinary régime would have suited bet- 
ter, still it was recognized that the step 
taken by the banks was necessary. 

Primarily, it may be explained, that the 
object of issuing clearing house certificates 
after New York had done so was to prevent 
withdrawals of cash by outside banking in- 
terests. Then it was recognized that when 
announcement was made of the issuance of 


certificates a great many savings depositors | 


would become disturbed and seek to with- 
draw their accounts. It was decided, there- 
fore, to close up every avenue necessary to 
prevent runs on the savings banks, and in 
posting the thirty and sixty day notices, the 
savings banks did only what they were legally 
entitled to do. 

The IIlinois Trust and Savings bank re- 
ceived 809 notices of withdrawal and received 
890 new deposits. The latter amounted to 


$102,000. 
Pennsylvania Notes. 

Kuhn, Loeb & Co. announce that of the
